Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary officer 
of the Assistants’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Service or 
of Grade IT of the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service, 
who on the 1st July, 1965, satisfies the following conditions, 
shall be eligible to appear at the examination : — 

( 1 ) Length of service. — He should have rendered a conti- 
nuous service of not less than five years and not

7. From the marks assigned to candidates in each subject 
such deduction will be made as the Commission may consider 
necessary in order to secure that no credit is allowed for 
merely superficial knowledge. 

8. Deduction up to 5 per cent, of the maximum marks in 
the written subjects will be made for illegible handwriting. 

9. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact- 
expression, combined with due economy of words in all sub- 
jects of the examination. 


Note 1. — Candidates, should clearly understand that this 
is a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The num- 
ber of persons to be included in the Select List for the Section 
Officer’s Grade on the results pf the examination is entirely 
within the competence of Government to decide. No candi- 
date will therefore, have any claim for inclusion in the Select 
List on the basis of his performance in this examination, as a 
matter of right.
